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MADDOX ARRESTED 


Guilty of Multiculturalism 
Brodhead Leads Revolution 


Lucykopf Named Supreme Commander 
Crumb editor executed 


(AP) Ripton, VT -- James Maddox and several 
cohorts were arrested last night on the Bread Loaf 
Campus for “High Crimes and Misdemeanors” 
against the Canon. What was especially brilliant 
about the sneak attack was that it was led by the 
new King and Most High General, Richard 
Brodhead I, who was thought, until the coup, to 
be in league with the very man he overthrew. 

“Boy, did Jim look surprised,” remarked 
Brodhead.

Poetry Contest 


Bruhaha 


The Crumb created a whirlwind of 
controversy yesterday when it announced that 
Susan Fine was the winner of the Bread Loaf 
Printer’s Poetry Contest. Ms. Fine was the 
Honest Broker of the competition. 

Printer John Fleming called the 
announcement “outrageous, pure fabrication,” and 
stated categorically that he had not, as of 
yesterday, mace a final judgment in the contest. 
“Swope is an idiot, plain and simple,” said 
Fleming in a reference to The Crumb’s editor, 
Sam Swope. 

Fleming’s wife, Joan, in an unsolicited 
comment, pronounced herself “deeply shocked by 
this evidence of corruption on the part of The 
Crumb.” 

Barbara Lynch also expressed outrage. 
“John told me my ode to the flag pole was a 
shoo in,” she said. “If you ask me, there’s 
something fishy going on here.” 

Mr. Swope stood by the story, but 
refused to reveal who his sources were, saying 
that their names were too hard to spell. “And 
anyway whatever happened to freedom of the 
press?” he said. “Nobody said the Flemings 
have to read The Crumb, do they? I can print 
whatever I want!” 

Director Maddox, while expressing full 
confidence in Swope, asked Frenchie to head a 
commission to look into the matter, and ordered 
Swope shot at dawn as a precautionary measure. 
“We must be careful to avoid even the appearance 
of impropriety,” he said. This is Swope’s 
second execution this summer.
